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REPORT. 


PUBLICATION AND DISTRIBUTION OF THE LAWS. 


Immediately after the adjournment of the last legislature, there 
was prepared, and placed in the hands of the State Printer, (Mr. 
F. P. Baker, of the Topeka Record), copies of all laws and joint 
resolutions passed during the session. Some twenty chapters had 
been printed, and it was expected to complete the publication by 
the 1st of May'; but on the night of the 3d of April, the building 
occupied by the Record, took fire, and the entire office was de- 
stroyed. Tat once employed extra clerical help, and in twenty 
days, again had a complete copy in the hands of the printer. In 
the face of many hinderances, the work was completed July 12th, 
1869, and the proper number distributed to the several counties. 


In justice to Mr. Baker, it is proper to say that he did all in his . 


power to forward the printing, but with the necessary delay in pro- 
curing a new press, and new type, and setting a new office in run- 
ning order, it was impossible to “ push things.” 

There is due from the State for extra clerical help in preparing 
the laws and joint-resolutions the sum of fifty dollars, which I re- 
spectfully ask may be appropriated. ۱ 


EQUALIZATION. 


The State board of: equalization, consisting of the secretary; 
auditor and treasurer of State, met in the office 0۶ the auditor on 


په 
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the day prescribed by law; but owing to the failure of many of 
the county clerks to forward the abstracts of assessments to the 
auditor, adjournment was had from day to day, until the 14th of 
September, when, upon a full receipt of the abstracts, the board 


, proceeded to equalize the valuation of the real estate in the several 


organized counties throughout the State, upon a just and uniform 
basis; and to apportion the amount of State tax to be raised by 
each, for general and school purposes. On adjournment of the 
board, the proper certifieates showing the amount to be raised, were 
forwarded to the respective county clerks. 


GENERAL STATUTES. 


_ In obedience to “Senate joint resolution N 0. 4, concerning the 
“ general statutes, approved January 28, 1869, section 3. .That 
»؛‎ John Speer may proceed to bind the printed copies of the gen- 
“ eral statutes remaining unbound, in first-class law sheep binding, 
“equal in all respects to a. specimen copy now deposited in the 
“ office ef the Secretary of State, at a cost to the State not ex- 
“ceeding one dollar and seventy-five cents per copy, in State 
“scrip; the said John Speer first giving a bond with good and 
“ sufficient securities, to be approved by the Secretary of State, for 
“the faithful performance of said work within three months. Such 
“ binding shall be first inspected and approved by the Secretary of 
“ State, and any acceptance not in accordance with the foregoing 
‘ provisions shall not: bind the State. This resolution shall take 
'* effect and be in force from and after its publication once in-the 
Kansas Daily Tribune ;” The contract was immediately made with 
John Speer, and most of the statutes have been inspected and received, 


١. although the work is not yet completed. Crane & Byron, of Topeka, 
` were binding for the contractor, and-as my office was full of books, 


and seemingly less secure than the bindery, two hundred and five 
copies were stored therein, awaiting removal to the capitol building. 
On the night of the 28th of November, the building known as the 
Ritchie block, in which the bindery was located, took ’ fire and 
burned to the ground without the possibility of saving anything. 
I have also liad to store with John Speer, at Lawrence, several 
hundred copies for want of room in my office; that trouble, how- 
ever, is now past, and in the capitol building there is room for the

1 HOUSE AND SENATE JOURNALS. 


I regret to say that there are but four copies,of the House 
journals of 1869 in circulation. The entire number provided by 
law had been printed and placed in the hands of the binder, and 
were finished and ready to be delivered the same day on which the 
building took fire, burning up the establishment of Crane & Byron, 
State binders for 1869. About one half of the subject matter con- 
tained in the Senate journals of 1869 had been printed and placed 
in the bindery by Mr. F. P. Baker, which was all destroyed; 
hence there are no copies of the Senate journal in circulation. 
The contractor, Mr. Baker, desired authority to reprint the jour- 
nals of both Houses, but under the circumstances I did not feel 
warranted in assuming such indebtedness in the name of the State, 
and preferred leaving the matter to the incoming legislature. I 
would add that no blame can'be attached to the printer or binder, 
for the loss sustained, and this office is equally innocent of any charge. 


ELECTIONS. 


The board of canvassers met in this office on the 22d day of 
November, 1869, as required by law, but owing to the absence of 
so many county abstracts, were compelled to adjourn from day to 
day, until the 11th of December, at which time they proceeded 
to canvass the vote cast at the general election, held on the 2d 
day of November, A. D. 1869, for Judge of the district court of 
the tenth judicial district, and members of the House of Represent- 
atives. 

No returns were received from the counties of Wilson, Chero- 
kee and Labette, although the county clerks were addressed on the 
subject; and right here I desire to call your attention to an over- 
sight in the law: : : 

Section 36 of the general statutes, on the subject of the “ can- 
vass of the vote,” authorizes the Secretary of State to dispatch a 
messenger to obtain from any county clerk the abstract of the vote 
given in his county, providing such abstract shall not have been re- 
ceived within twenty-five days, next after the election ; and the sue- 
ceeding section requires the board of canvassers to meet on the Mon- 
day preceding the last Wednesday in November ; thus the board of 


& 
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canvassers are required to meet twenty days after the election this 
year, and yet there is no authority to send for missing abstracts un- 
til five days after the meeting of the board of canvassers. The 
authority for dispatching special messengers to delinquent county 
clerks, makes no provision for paying said messengers, and had I 
sent them at the end of the twenty-five days, it would have cost the 
State five hundred dollars. 


Chapter 36, section 31, page 412, of the general statutes of 
1868, defining the duties of county clerks, after the vote has been 
canvassed by the board of county commissioners, seems to have 
purposely prevented them from furnishing this office with the ab- 
stract of the votes cast for county and township officers, while they 
are required to furnish all the others. Almost every mail brings 
some inquiry as to who is sheriff of Republic county? who is 


. treasurer of Neosho county? who is clerk of Anderson county? 


&c., &c. Iam expected to answer promptly, pleasantly and satis- 
factorily, and yet I have no reeord to- speak from, nor do I know 
now who any of these officers are, although the State departments 
are of a necessity required to correspond with them almost daily. 
I respectfully suggest that the law be so amended as to require 
county clerks to furnish this office with certified abstracts of elec- 
tion of county and township officers in the manner provided for in 
the case of State officers, representatives, &c., exempt of course, 
from any action of the board of State canvassers, 

The result and determination of the canvass is fully set forth © 
in the annexed statements marked “ A.” and ۳ . 


RATIFICATION OF FIFTEENTH AMENDMENT. 


Immediately after the adjournment of the legislature, there was 
prepared and forwarded to the President of the United States, a 
copy of the resolution ratifying the amendment to the constitution 
of the United States, known as the fifteenth amendment, to wit: 


« House Concurrent Resolution No. 68, relating to a certain pro-' 
posed amendment to the Constitution of the United States. 


WHEREAS, the congress of the United States has submitted‏ »؛ 
the following proposed amendment to the constitution of the United‏ 
States to the legislatures of the several States of the Union for rat-‏ 
ification, viz,:‏ 
pe | "5‏ 
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‘ARTICLE 15, SECTION 1. The right of citizens of the United 
States to vote, shall not be denied or abridged by the United 
States, or by any State, on account of race, color, or previous con- 
dition of servitude. 

‘Section 2. The congress, by appropriate legislation, may en- 
force the provisions of this article.’ 

“Therefore be it resolved by the House of Representatives of 
the State of Kansas, the Senate concurring, That the foregoing pro- 
posed amendment be and the same is hereby ratified. 

“ Resolved, That the Governor of the State of Kansas is hereby 
requested to transmit to the President of the United States, the 
president of the senate, and speaker of the house of representa- 
tives in congress, a copy of the foregoing resolution, duly certified, 
under the great seal of the State, by the presiding officers of the 
two houses, and secretary of the senate and chief clerk of the 


house.

twenty-fourth days of December, 1869, as may be required by the 
Secretary of State; and such force shall be used as shall complete 
the removal in five days, and the arranging and placing into posi- 
tion again in five more days. X 

The making of new articles. shall not be considered part of 
the removing or replacing of the furniture, and hence would be ۰ 
outside and extra to this contract. No stoves to be replaced in the 
building. 1 

The furniture, books, papers, safes &c., to be carefully removed , 
to, and placed in the new capitol building without injury or dam- 
age; and should any damage accrue to either the books, papers; 
furniture or safes, or to the old building from which they will be 
removed, or the.new building into which they shall be placed, by 
reason of such handling, then the damages to be assessed by J. G. 
Haskell, architect of the capitol building, and amount deducted 
from bill under this contract. 

Separate bids will be entertained for the transfer or removal of 
the safes in the offices of the Secretary of State, „Auditor and 
Treasurer of State. 

The judicial department to occupy the lower story of the capi- 
tol puldi; ; the executive departments the second story, and the 
legislative the third story. 

The contracting parties to await an appropriation the coming 
legislature for payment, which will be in scrip.

At noon on the 10th of December, the proposals were opened 
in presence of the bidders, as follows: 


John B. Horn, removing all except safes, ; . 0۰ 
Tweeddale & Cook, removing all except safes, .  . 25000 
Tweeddale & Cook, removing safes, . T 150.00. 
M. B. Crawford, removing all except safes, . 270.00. 
John Keir, removing everything, . . . ۱ . , 675.00. 


John Davidson, removing everything, . . . . A 620.00. 
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The contract was awarded to Tweeddale & Cook, as the lowest 
bidders. The contractors immediately commenced the work, and 
by the 16th the entire furniture, books, records, and safes were 
transferred to the capitol building without any serious damages, 
loss or injury. As no appropriation had been made for furnishing 
the building, the old fixtures were patched up to the best advan- 
tage. Glad to escape from the danger of fire and presence of smoke 
which hung around us in our old quarters, and feeling assured that 
the State no longer desired to retain control over the buildings, 
(the year expiring on the 24th day of December) I addressed the 
following letter to the proprietors thereof:

` After the removal of the State department, and sweeping out 
of the offices, the keys were, tendered to the respective pro- 
prietors, who refused to accept the same, claiming that they were 


entitled to pay for the buildings for.another year, even though the: 


State should give them up, This looked to me like a very selfish 
and unreasonable request, particularly as the giving up of the 
buildings before:the end of the rental year, Dec. 25th, gave them 
an opportunity of renting them without loss of time, and also be- 
` cause they could easily rent them for three times the amount paid 
by the State. I could have rented every department within ten 
days, and the legislative hall was absolutely occupied by à new. 
tenant some twelve days before the expiration of the lease, and 


not on aceount of, or in behalf of the State. I will further state - 


that I had an offer to rent the whole building from the State just 
as it stood, at an advanced figure, and if the State had desired to 


* 
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traffic in this way, some money could have been made out of it; 
but to one and all I gave the following reply, in substance: ‘The 
“ State has notified the owners that the lease would be given up, 
* on or before Dec, 24th, 1869, and that no proposition would be 
* entertained for renting, as the property would be clearly and un- 


* reservedly in the hands of the proprietors.” It is proper to state 


that Mr. Farnsworth accepted the keys for his part of the building, 
and Mr. Mills cameand got the key to the legislative hall, then rented 


and occupied by Messrs. Crane & Byron, although he refused the 


keys to the other parts of the building. Iwill now insert a copy

tract. The State occupied the buildings under the“ privilege" for 
one year, ending Dec. 25, 1869. 


MILITIA CLAIMS OF 1868. 


The foliowing act was approved February 9; 1869, and went — 


‘to effect February 11, 1869. ۱ 
An act to provide for the issuance and sale of bonds of the State of 


Kansas, for the purpose of liquidating the indebtedness of the - 


State, incurred for military purposes during the year 1868, in 
defending the cttizens of the State against the ravages of hostile 
Indians on the frontiers of Kansas. 

Section 4 of said act provides, that the Secretary of State, At- 
-torney General and Treasurer of State, shall constitute a board to 
audit and allow claims presented under this act; and that their 
labors shall close on or before the first day of August, 1869. In 
compliance with the provisions of this act, the Secretary of State 
and Treasurer met Mareh 23, 1869, and performed the duties 
assigned them, which will be fully set forth in a special report to 
the legislature.
